The examiner notes that claims 1-15 and 20-26 have been allowed following the 
Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences Decision filed February 2, 2010. The 
rationale set forth in the analysis and conclusion of law sections indicates that the 
Appellants have shown that the Examiner erred in rejecting claims 1-15 and 20-26, the 
Appellants have not shown that the Examiner erred in rejecting claim 19, and the appeal 
was dismissed as directed to claims 17 and 27. Claims 17, 19, and 27 have been 
cancelled pursuant to this Decision and no response from Applicant within two months 
of the Decision. Lastly, the Examiner notes that decision section on page 5 of the 
Decision disagrees with the analysis and conclusion of law sections and is believed to 
contain typographical errors which have not been followed.
